While a blatant phonograph jazzed 
out the strains of the latest syncopated 
song hit, “Oh Aunt Peggy, Won't You 
Set "Em Up Again?” the lifeless body 
of Lewis Williams, county convict 
guard, lay at the undertaking estab- 
ishment of T. C. Bazemore, mute 

widence of what county’ authorities 
are convinced is plain murder. 

The talking machine enlivened 
things Friday at the home of Mrs. 
Lulu Black, on De Foor avenue, a 
thoroughfare better known as Crook- 
ed road, and the last place where 
Williams was seen alive after a wild 
Thanksgiving party at which liquor 
flowed freely, according to admissions 
of several of the celebrants. 

Gathered at the Black home Friday 
were Mrs. Black, Williams’ youthful- 
looking mother-in-law; his wife, Mrs. 
Dovie Williams; her sister, Lora 
Black, and two friends, W. B. 
Johnson and ©. C. Bearden. All save 
Johnson were present at the Thanks- 
giving party. Johnson said he was 


calling on a sweetheart in another 
part of town. 
Witnesses Are Grilled. | 
All members of the party were 
grilled during the day by Coroner 
Paul Donehoo, County Officers L. W. 
Allen and T. J. Davis and others. 
Williams killed himself, mem- 
bers of the family all agreed. He 
was having a good time with them 
all Thanksgiving and gout 4:30 
o'clock decided to take the death 
auto and drive down to 321 West 
Fifth street and pick up his two 
sisters, Mrs. Janie Johnson and Mrs. 
Betty Goodman, and bring them out | 
to join the festivities, they said. | 
Fach and every one cf those pres- 
ent at the party said that Williams 
hade them farewell and said he would 
he back with the sisters within the 
hour. Half an hour later A. L. EI- 
sey, a dairyman neighbor, passed by 
a apot on the Grooked Road highway 
about 300 yards from the Black home 
and about 75 yards from a deserted 
house. He saw the inert body of 
Williams, flung across the front seat 
of a light touring car. At first, Elsey 
told authorities, he thought Williams 
was asleep, but investigation proved 
he was dead, or mortally wounded. 
The Blaek party was notified and H. 
E. Campbell, another neighbor, also 
a member of the party in the Black 
home, rushed Williams’ body to Grady 
hospital. He was dead when he was 
brought in. 
Blood Smeared Machine. 
Reside Williams’ body in his auto- 
mobile was a .52 caliber revolver, one 
chamber empty. There was blood 
smeared all over the running board 
of the machine and even spattered on 


the floor and dashboard and peda's 
of the car, indicating, county police 
nssert, that Williams made a desper- 
ate attempt to escape his fate.

Civil- 
ized man sits in his car on the way 
home from the office, sits down to 
dinner. then sits down to read or 
listen to the radio.. ) 

This sitting is hard work, too. Tt. 
is, really. In the sitting posture only 
a few of the supporting muscles of the 
hody @re relaxed. No easy chair as 
yet invented will permit complete re- 
laxation. of the muscles. You've got 
to assume the horizontal posture ab- 
solutely, in order to rest all your mus- 
cles. 

Now look out. Don’t infer that sit- 
ting is a good form of exercise or 
that the tired business man ought to 
co right to bed as soon as he has had 
his dinner. I merely deplore the in- 
vention of the chair because it is 
such a strain on the tired muscles, 
bones and ligaments of modern man, 
woman and child, a 50-50 compromise 
with rest. Had we not acquired The 
habit of sitting we might still have 
the vigor of our ‘remote caveman an- 
cestor. 

There are two ways of sitting, and 
chairs or seats designed aecordinglr. 
One way is to sit on your ischial 
tuberosities. They were made to sit 
on, The other way isto sit on the 
hack of your neck or thereabouts. This 
latter way is the popular way. People 
who ore physically untrained naturally 
prefer to slump. Their weak muscles, 
hones and ligaments can't hold them 
erect for more than a few minutes at 
a time. So gravity gets them. Grnav- 
ity gets us all sooner or later. How 
soon depends largely upon education, 
phvsieal training. 

So I say, seriously. be a little wild, 
be just as wild as you can, if you 
want to keen well. You know what 
I mean. The dachshund crawl, the 
monkey trot, somersaults, stand on 
your head,-high kicking, all those ab- 
surd stunts afford the best kind of 
amusement and help you to keep a 
safe lead on old man gravity who 
gets us all too soon.

Anyone who has tried to teach the 
Bible to young people realizes the 
fact that King James’ English is a 
foreign tongue. 

In that idiom the message of the 
Bible fails to get across. 

, For the sake of the new generation, 
therefore, this version ought to have 
a wide use. It needs little explana- 
tion. It speaks the vernacular. The 
effect of the new translation upon old- 
er people also is salutary. me 

The good old phrases of the King 
James version reverberated through our 
memories, but by the attrition of use 
they have lost their sharp edges. The 
imagery is vague and blurred, we real- 
ly get nothing new out of repeated 
readings. But when Dr. Moffatt gives 


us a brand new word he conjures up 
a new image. The old story becomes 
alive again. 

The new connotation adds color, 
arouses interest, offers a new angle 
of approach and makes the story once 
more vivid and real. When Dr. 
Moffatt says “Hence it (the Tower 
of Babel) was called Babylon because 
it was there. The eternal made a 
babble of the language of the whole 
earth.” #He has translated the orig- 
inal play upon words and has given 
us the reason for the name. 

So let the “bull rushes” and “flags” 
disappear from the Moses story. “DPa- 
pyrus reeds” gives a definite Egyp- 
tian background. Grown-ups will 
miss the old phrases, but they may well 
sacrifice something words like be- 
gat, shewed, prevented (went before). 
covenant, pottage and the like—for 
the sake of the enhanced clearness and 
vividness which may restore thé Bible 
to its proper place in the education of 
young people.

Jacksonville, Fla., November 
Frank McDowell, serving a life term 
in the state prison farm at Raiford 
for killing his parents in St. Petere- 
burg last February, has been ad- 
judged insane and committed to the 
state insane asylum at Chattahoochee. 

This information was obtained today 
from J. 8. Blitch, superintendent of 
the state prison farm. 

McDowell was delivered to the in- 
sune asylum last Tuesday by state 
prison guards, He was examined last 
Sunday by a commission, composed of 
Dr. G. F. Manus, of Lake Butler; Dr. 
J. L. Chalker, prison surgeon, and Dr. 
J. S. Colson, of Gainesville. 

Held in Solitary Confinement. 

Superintendent Blitch said that Me- 
Dowell had become so violeni at the 
prison farm that he was forced to keep 
him in solitary confinement. “Even 
then,” the superintendent declared, 
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“his condition did not change and 1 
appealed to the authorities in Talla- 


hassee to cynduct an examination.” | 
Authority for the examination was | 
granted and the three physicians met | 
ut the state prison farm last Sunday 
After questioning the prisoner for sey- 
eral hours, the pbysicians signed a 
statement that in their opinion Me- 
Dowell was insane and should be cow- 
mitted to the asylum, 
McDowell, who, according to the 
authorities, confessed that he burned 
his two sisters to death at Decatur, 
Ga., about two years ago, and: later 
killed his mother and father as they 
slept, was convicted in St. Petersburg 
last June on the specific charge of 
sleying his mother. The jury recom- 
mended mercy and he was sent to! 
prison for life. 
Condition Is Incurable. 
Specialists in mental diseases who 
testified at the trial on behalf of the 
defense declared that McDowell was 
a sufferer from dementia praecux, 
and that he was in an incurable con- 
dition. They said he had only a few 
years to live. His mind. they contin- 
ued, was in such a state at the time 
of the crimes that he was irrespon- 
sible. Other physicians, who took the 
stand for the state. stated however, 
that such was not the case. 
McDowell attacked Dr. Chalker 
about a month ago with a bed slat. 
Before the physician could wrest the 
slat from the prisoner's hands, he was 
struck on the head _ several times, 
causing a number of slight abrasions. 
Five prisoners overpowered McDowell 
and he was put into a strait-jacket. 


SLAYING OF SISTERS 
AT DECATUR RECALLED. 


The case of young McDowell cre- 
ated considerable interest in all sec- 
ions of the country because of its 
many sensational angles. After he haa 
pourec kerosene on the bed in which 
his two young sisters were sleeping 
and set fire to the house, burning 
them to death, the boy’s family was 
unwilling to remain in the vicinity 
where the two daughters had met such 
a horrible death. So they left Decatur 
a short time afterward, taking up 
their residence in St. Petersburg, Fla. 

Exactly a year after the two Me- 
Dowell girls met their tragie death. 
young Frank shot and _ killed his/| 
mother and father while they | lay 
asleep in their home in St. Petersburg. 
It was after he had slain his parents 
that the boy confessed to the double 
crime, There was considerable spect- 
lation as to whether or not McDowell's 
parents ever knew he killed his two 
young sisters. It was believed by some 
that his mother knew before the fam- 
ily left Decatur that he committed tho 
crime, but it was never definitely de- 
termined.

NEWS FROM EGYPT 
IS LESS REASSURING. 

London, November 28.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The news “from 
Egypt today was less reassuring than 
yesterday, but still, in the opinion of 
the authorities, it should not be con- 
sidered alarming. 

Th. precautionary process of ar- 
resting nationalist leaders in Egypt, 
whose possible activities are consider- 
ed dangerous to the maintenance of 
order, continned today when a large 
numoer of deputies and other promi- 
tent persons were placed under safe 
keeping. 

Those arrested appeared to be main- 
ly men connected with the organiza- 
tion of former Premier Zagloul Pasha, 
and it is reported that some of them 
were engaged in plots against the lives 
of Field Marshal Viscount Allenby, 
the high commissioner, and others, It 
is said the Egyptian government itself 
now is responsible for the business of 
interning persons of the dangerous 
element, who include some of the stu- 
dent leaders. 

Student Activities Resumed. 

The student activities, which ap- 

peared tu have ceased upon Zagloul’s 
advice to refrain from agitation, have 
broken out afresh and seem likely to 
form the center for attracting na- 
tionalisti> efforts throughout’ the 
whole country against’ the 
“avernment’s demands upon Egypt. 
Nothing, however, is yet available to 
test the possible strength of such agi- 
tation. 
. It is stated that the British au- 
thorities now will leave measures for 
the maintenance of order and prevent- 
ing demonstrations to the Egyptian 
government, and that they will not 
themselves attempt to place on trial 
anv suspected persons. 

The most alarming news today came 
from the Sudan. where there was a 
mutiny among the small body of Su- 
danese troops, which resulted in some 
loss of life. Details of this trouble 
still are obscure, but it is believed the 
disorder is not likely to spread. It 
ia not clear if the mutiny is directly 
related to the present Egyptian crisis, 
or if it is a reerudescence of the old 
trouble in the Sudan. 

Trouble in Sudan, 

The Sudanese army consisted of 
some 11,000 Sudanese and 6.000 Egyp- 
tian troops. The latter are now vir- 
tually all withdrawn and it had been 
proposed to convert the Sudanese 
troops into a sort of military police. 
It is suggested here that today’s trou- 
hie ‘might he connected with the men 
taking a new oath to the British sov-:

His Real Discoverer.

Leidy was never a big leaguer. He 
never had the mechanical ability to 
make the majors and as a& manager 
he would never reach that high, for 
few men who have not played in the 
major leagues haw = ever managed 
clubs in either big circuit. 

Leidy was one of an army of sev: 
eral hundred men whose managerial 
careers are confined to the minors. 
Only a small portion of the baseball 
publie ever hears ‘of these men. They 
shift often. Their jobs rarely last 
beyond a season unless they produce 


finishes well up. They drift from 
team to team, from league to league, 
and few last longer than four or five 
seasons. 

Never able to attain the baseball 
heights they try to do the next best 
thing—develop stars for the major 
circuits.

“Of course, he was the kind of 
youngster that a lot of managers 
would pass up,” said Leidy one day 
years after. “But I figured him like 
a fine thoroughbred race horse. 
said to myself, ‘Now you wouldn’t 
give a snap for a horse that acted 
like a plough horse at the barrier. 
This kid is high-strung and he can’t 
be bullied. He’s got to be nursed 
along. He’s got the fire and the 
thing to do is break him to bridle.

DRAFT OKAYED 
BY INTERNAT. 
LEAGUE 


New York, November 28.—The In- 
ternational Baseball league gave up 
an eight-year fight against the major 
leagues today when it unanimously 
adopted at its annual meeting here 
today the modified form of the draft 
similar to the one in operation in the 
Pacific Coast and American A$socia- 
tion leagues last season. 

Jack Dunn, manager of the _ six- 
time Baltimore champivns, who: has 
been one of the most bitter opponents 
of the draft, wae wheeled into line by 
the other delegates. 

Under the terms of the modified 
draft a team may take optional play- 
ers and players by sales agreement 
from major league teams under a con- 
tract cantaining a provision that only 
players so acquired shall be subject 
to selection in the draft. 

All other players are immune from 
the draft. Under the existing major 
league agreement, each big league 
elub can send eight players to a clase 
AA club, which givea, International 
lengue clubs an offerMig of 128° play- 
ers if the maximum number was sent 
to them. The draft price was fixed 
at $5,000. Players taken by option 
or purchased can be recalled or re- 
purchased by the major league club 
sending them to the International 
league or before September 15 of the 
current season. After that date the 
eombined major leagues can draft only 
plaver from each International 
league club through a drawing sys- 
tem.

on the aspect of an effort by him to 
obtain an expression regarding the 
terms for refunding the debt which 
the American government can accept. 
The American commission § always 
must have in mind, however, that its 
settlements are subject to congression- 
al approval, it was explained, and the 
views given the French representa- 
tive, therefore, have been of a char- 
acter designed for information rather 
than statements delimiting the terms 
which may be incorporated in a set- 
tlement. 

Although treasury officials said 
the commission may take up other 
questions at its meeting, it was not 
disclosed what subjects besides the 
French debt were awaiting its study. 


Money To Reduce Debt. 


Governmené circles connected with 
fiscal policies received the information 
that steps were being taken by France 
looking to a refunding settlement with 
undisguised satisfaction. To them it 
meant another move in the direction 
of cutting more off the great public 
debt, much of which was built up 
through borrowings from the American 
people with which to advance funds 
to the allied powers. It was ex- 
plained that, should a settlement be 
reached with France, the payments 
received would apply to reducing this 
country’s debt and a_ proportionate 
amount of the accruing interest, 
amounting this year to $830.000.000, 
With the refunding agreement witb 
Great Britain already in operation, 
any disposition of the French debt 
will aid the treasury considerably in 
working out its future financing plan

La Follette’s Heritage Gone. 

The action of the caucus will pre- 
vent La Follette from inheriting either 
of these chairmanships by seniority. 
should they become vacant through 
death or retirement. 

In accordance with previous plans, 
Senator Curtis was named party lead- 
er and Watson, of Indiana, assistant 
leader. Curtis was authorized to ap- 
point a whip. 

Old guard Jeaders thought they had 
succeeded in postponing the question 
of ex-communicating La Foliteite untli 
the new congress. Curtis, Moses, 
Cummins, Borah, Capper and a num- 
ber of other senators were opposed to 
such action at least until the next 
congress met. But a group of young- 
er senators ran away with the cau- 
cus and put through Keed’s resolution 
by acclamation. Three senators— 
Cummins, of Towa: Howell. of Ne 
braska, and Harreld, of Oklahoma, 
spoke against the resolution. 

Ladd Is Defiant. 

Debate was heated. Senator Cum- 
mins said that he and a number of 
other republicans supported Roosevelt 
'against Taft in 1912 and were read 
| out of the party. They insisted that 
party designation was a matter deter- 
mined by the voters of a senator's 
state, pot by a caucus in Washington.

Norris was not expelled because he 
had not formally declared for La- 
Follette in the campaign, although he 
is one of the Wisconsin senator’s 
lieutenants in the senate. 

“Leaders only make themselves 
silly when without author!:y they set 
'themselves*up as judges of other 
men’s political belief,” he said. 

Senator Pepper, of Pennsylvania, 
issued a statement approving the ac- 
tion.

Supersedas Denied. 

Attorneys Gillon & Tomlinson, re- 
tainel by Mr. Abbott, ask that the 
court grant a suspersedas to prevent 
the commissioners from holding a 
meeting today to consider the ques- 
tion, stating that they would tnke the 
case to the supreme court for a re- 
view. Judge Humphries declined to 
grant the supersedeas. 

Immediately following close of the 
trial, Commissioner Jounson =  san- 
nounced that the commission would 
meet at 2:30 o’clock the same day for 
the purpose of fixing salaries. Due to 
the fact that the entire time at tue 
meeting Friday was devoted to an 
other matter, the commission adjourn- 
ed, announeing that the question 
would be considered Monday on execu- 
tive session. Law requires that all tie 
salaries be fixed by December 1. 

Mr. Abbott attacked the salaries law 
on the ground that it was special leg- 
islation, that it was discriminatory, 
that it imposed a double tax on cift- 
zens of Fulton county. and that it 
gave the commissioners uniimited leg- 
islative authority. 


Basis of Petition. 


The petition for injunction was 
based chiefly on the contention that 
it violated: the state constitutional re- 
quirement for “uniformity in laws,” 
because it applied only to HEm)ton 
county by specifying “‘counties with 
°00,000 or more population.” It 
also charged that it violated the law 
against double’ taxation, because 
money that is retained under the 
present system by the county offi- 
cers as fees for collecting state taxes 
will go into the general treasury for 
use throughout the state. 

Judge Humphries held that the act 
was not special legislation in that 
any county of the state that might 
hereafter acquire 200,000 population 
will come within its provisions. He 
further stated that the legality of 
making population a basis for legis- 
lation had been firmly established, 
and that the salary system law for 
that reason does not eonflict with 
the requirements of uniformity’ in 
laws, althonuzh it does apply only to 
Fulton county. 

He held that since the money col- 
lected under the present system as 
fees for collecting state taxes docs 
not go into the county’ treasury 
anyway, but goes directly into the 


pockets of the officials, no hardship | 


is worked on the  connty. Judge 
Humphries also pointed out that the 
collection of the state tax is a part 
of the same process as collecting the 
county tax. The question of double 
tax collection. as alleged tty Mr, Ah- 
bott, does not enter the case at all, 
he said. . 
Order of Judge. 


Judge Humphries’ order 
Mr. Abbott's petition was: 

“After hearing arguments, the 
court is of the opinion that the act 
of the general assembly is constitu- 
tional as against the attacks made 
upon it in the plantiff’s netition.

Two Notes to Britain. 

One note briefly acknowledged and 
regretted the British government’s 
earlier communication declaring that 
the trade and general treaties, nego- 
tiated by the late socialist cabine@hand 
the Russians, would not be ratified 
by Premier Stanley Baldwin's  con- 
servative government. 


In a second note the “Zinovievy let- 
ter’ was discussed at length. 

Referring to the indictment of the 
soviet for spreading anti-British prop- 
aganda contained in a note signed by 
Austen Chamberlain, conservative for- 
eign secretary, Rakovsky declared: 

“My government cannot accept such 
unproven allegations. In the past ac- 
cusations have been repeatedly made 
against the soviet union. based on 
documents which were proved to have 
been forged.” 

Forgeries Charged. 

“Russian emigres of the czarist 
regime are manufacturing such docu- 
ments in a number of American and 
European cities,” the note declared, 
‘in order to undermine the soviet un- 
ion’s international position.” 

If the British government reiterates 
its “accusations based upon a forged 
document, the soviet union must in- 
sist upon arbitration as the sole 
means of unbiased settlement of the 
question.” 

Official British spokesmen charac- 
terize the Russian replies as unsatis- 
factory. but they do not expect a rup- 
ture of relations between the § two 
countries. The notes, however, prob- 
ably will delay eventual resumption of 
treaty negotiations in which the con- 
servative government plans to devise 
treaties without the objectionable 
features of thase entered int’ by the 
late MacDonalée government.

HOW CAN SECURITY 
HOLDERS IN INDUSTRIES 
OF THIS CHARACTER 
BE PROTECTED? 


The ore in a mine and the timber 
in a forest are “dwindling assets” 
when used as security for a bond is- 
sue. Ote veins run out and timber 
is cut. How are the bondholders pro- 
tected? 


There are several ways in which 
this protection may be _ provided. 
Bonds may be retired annually and 
the entire issue paid off before the 
ore or timber is exhausted. A heavy 
“depletion” reserve may be set up 
(putting aside so much on each ton 
of ore mined or tree cut) in order 
to purchase other properties when 
present holdings are worked out. A 
sinking fund may be established, pay- 
able out of current earnings. 

It is not customary to finance 
mines by means of bond issues. Stock 
issues are commoner and more desira- 
ble. Stock financing enables the stock- 
holders to share in the successful 
years and to take the risks of the 
lean years. 

Trees may be regrown, but ore 
taken from a mine is gone forever. 
Thus most banking houses: require a 
deposit with a trustee of a certain 
fixed sum for each ton of ere mined 
to protect the security holders.

- “This policy is doing great damage, 
for at this rate of expenditure, the 
‘dredging company can make but little 
| progress, and it is estimated that 
'mearly a year will be required before 
the interior can be relieved through 
-greestablisbment of a water flow in 
St. Lucie canal. If the Arundel com- 
@pany could have the governor's per- 
mission to rush the work, they would

TO PROBE INCREASE

Washingten, November 28.—Naval 
eourts-martial on chafges of desertion 
increased more than 350 per cent in 
the fiseal year 1924, Rear Admiral J.

More than 9,500 students of At- 
lanta schools saw 30 reels of educa- 
tional films shown in the schools dur- 
ing October, according to reports com- 
piled by the office of Willis A. Sut- 
tan superintendent of schools. e 
films were shown 98 times and 43 
entertainment programs were. staged, 
netting the schools that sporsored 
theia ge egg . 

More than 2,1 slides were sent 
out. by the visual education depart- 
ment of the Atlanta school system. 
and in adition, 20,000 slides, owned 
by the schools, were used. Average 
showing were two per menth for 
each school. Heaviest users were 
Georgia avenue, Joel Chandler Har- 
ris, Pryor street, Ella W. Smillie and 
Tenth street schools.
